Despite the storm seven or eight of 


the Chambers 
of 
Commerce and 


Boards of Trade, were represented at 
the meeting of the Conference Com- 
mittee o.f the Chambers.'of Commerce 
and Boards of Trade of New Hamp- 
shire held yesterday at Concord. H. F. 
Sherwood, Managing Secretary of the 
Portsmouth Chamber, and .Secretary 
of the Committee was in attendance. 
There were two addresses on taxation;

These were the abolition of the wo- 
men's poll tax and the taxation of in- 
tangibles, growing timber, gasoline,- 
and increase in inheritance tax. The 
•first of, these he skid was based on the 
plan to pay for the bonus bondi issue 
in 1925 out of the poll tax. If this tax 
were abolished, it would be necessary 
to replace it with some other.tax in 
order to pay off the bonds. The'other 
four forms of tax, he. said, all involved 
«, question .of constitutional limitation. 
Therft. was doubt; he said, whether 
any one o" them could be considered 
at meeting the requirement of propor- 
tionality required by the Constitution. 


He suggested that the 
legislature 


call together,the, Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1918 and submit for con-, 
cideration one amendment only, that 
being the elimination of . the "word 
"proportionar in ^tl%c Constitution. It

Washington, 
Jan. - 9.—President 


Harding's recent veto of the Bursum 
pension bill, proposing among others 
increases of Civil and Mexican 
war 


veterans' pensions from $50 to $72 a 
month and of their widows from $30 
to 550, was deplored in an address" to 
the senate today by Senator Bursum, 
P.epubllcan, New 
Mexico. 
He an- 


nounced that he -would not attempt to 
have the bill passed over the veto be- 
cause it would "not result in any ac--' 
complishment." 


The veto, he declared, would "dis- 


appoint many aged veterans and wi- 
dows who are undoubtedly in distress 
•and in great heed of the increase 
which the bill would have given them." 


"I cannot help .but feel that this Is a 


harsh message, a cruel message," said 
Senator Bu-raum. "I am unable to make
